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U.S. Shows lt Values Saudi Role in Mideast -

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (NYT).

Saudi Arabia hes always cleim- 
ed a lending spiritual role among 
the Arabs as protector of Mecca, 
where Mohammed was born. But 
now, the West's main supplier of 
ail, Saudi Arabia's drive to trans- 
form itself in a relatively short 
time from a backward desert 
kingdom to a modern society has 
heen one of the striking develop- 
Iments of the last five years. In 
addition, astute diplomatic activ- 
ity has made Saudi Arabia a 
kind of fledgling power, not only 
in the Middle Bast, but further 
afield. 

Once leader of the Arab world, 
Egypt is now heavily in debt to 
the Saudis and this clearly in- 
fluences policy. After Egypt's 
break with the Soviet Union, the

Especially for Heart, Fetus ; 
Doctors Find Increasing Use 


For Ultrasound in Diagnosis 
By Lawrence K. Altman 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2% (NYT).— 
Doctors at growing numbers of 
medical centers in the United 
States and elsewhere are disg- 
nosing some cardiac problems by 
examining the heart for an un- 
\imited period with ultrasound. 
Other physicians use the tech- 
nighe, which “sees with sound,” 
to examine the fetus for diag- 
nostic and research purposes. 

These are two of the latest 
applications of ultrasound in 
medicine since the development 
of new techniques allowed two- 
dimensional motion studies. The 
use of ultrasound in this manner 
can be compared with viewing 
motion pictures of the heart or 
fetus rather than snapshots, 
which was the way ultrasound 
was adapted to medicine after 
World War It. 

Various forms of diagnostic 
ultrasound equipment are now 
used and are made by at least 
a dozen companies. In general, 
ultrasound relies on an echoing 
principle whereby sonar signals 
thet are too high to be heard 
by the human ear are trans- 
mitted, bounced off a target, and 
then received by the same 
source, a transducer. This small 
instrument contains a piezo- 


‘electric crystal that vibrates when 


charged with electricity and 
changes voltage into sound. The 
crystal can 8150 pick up the 
reflected sound that it has 
generated and change it back to 
electricity. Those who use ultra- 
sound. call it “seeing with 
sound.” 

Ultrasound is now being ap- 
plied to the diagnosis of disorders 
in virtually every field of medi- 
cine. About 1500 US. physi- 
clans sre using the 6, 

Technological Advances 

“Within the last year or 50, 
there has been ἃ tremendous 
increase in ultrasound’s usage 
because οἵ improvements in 
technology and in our knowledge 
about how it works and what 


we are able to see with it,” Dr.° 


Marc Lapayowker, a radiologist 
at Temple University in Phila- 
delphia, said last week. 

Experts in the field described 
ultrasound as 2 painless, “non- 
fovasive" technique that avoids 
the hazards of other specialized 
tests that involve insertion of 
needles and tiibes and injection 
of chemicals that can cause po- 
tentialy fatal allergic reactions. 
Ultrasound is free of radiation, 
the experts sald, and has no 

hazards, 


recognition by au ohstetrician of 
the resemblance between 8 sub- 
merged submarine and a fetus. 


In its early snapshot form, 
ultrasound had already virtually 
supplanted the use of X-rays 
in obstetrics and helped revolu- 
Honize that field of medicine. 

Like any other medica] test, 
the yalidity in large measure 
depends on the experience of 
the doctors who interpret the 
findings. 

Among ultrasound’s uses are 
the detection of brain tumors 
or head injuries, the spread of 
cancers, gallstones, hidden birth 
defects, cirrhosis and other di- 
seases of the liver, Kidmey cysts 
and abscesses. In ophthalmology, 
it is used to help detect retinal 
detachments, umors, metal 
fragments and other foreign bod- 
les that threaten to blind when 
they lodge in an eye. 

Dr. Raymond Gramiak, a τὰ- 
dialogist at the University of 
Rochester, emphasized that ultra- 
sound is not a substitute for con- 
ventional X-rmys in fields aside 
from obstetrics, but that it is 
being used to complement X-rays 
and other diagnostic tests. 

The use of ultrasound has been 
credited with decreasing the 
length of hospitalization to make 
the diagnosis earlier than would 
have been the case with other 
tests. And doctors have used it 
to follow the progress of patients 
who heve had surgery of the 
heart and other organs. Another 
advantage is thet ultrasound 
equipment can be brought to the 
bedside, 

Some obstetricians are now us- 
ing the newest ultrasound tech- 
nique to determine if the fetus 
is alive or dead in complicated 
pregnancies; to see if the fetal 
head fails to develop or if some 
other birth defect is present, and 
to study on 8. research basis the 
swallowing, respiration and other 
movement patterns of the normal 
fetus and those in distress. 

Dr. Gramiak said that his Uni- 
versity of Rochester team was 
using it on a developmental basis, 
for example, to determine the 
size of an artificial heart valve 
that is needed when surgery is 
required to replace ἃ damaged 
valve,

‘While the Treasury and the 
Councl! of Economic Advisers have begun to 
talk about a tax cut next year to further 
stimulate the economy, the Fed seems to 
them to be retarding growth by tightening up 
on interest rates.

The FBI: 


They don't want to talk about it over at 
the FBI, but, as The Washington Post re- 
ported the other day, there's been a sug- 
gestion of naughtiness inside the bureau 
family. At least, director Clarence Kelley 
thinks one of his agents has been naughty. 
After learning that agent Jack Colwell is 
aliegedly living with a woman out of wed- 
lock, Mr. Kelley sent him a personal letter 
saying that he was suspended because “you 
engaged in indiscretions which reflect un- 
favorably on your moral character and which 
are not in keeping with the high standards 
expected of employees of the FBI. This con- 
duct on your part is inexcusable and will 
not be tolerated by me.” 

The rest of the story has a certain quaint 
Victorian quality about it—proper young lady 
falls in love with dashing young man; dis- 
approving parents pack her off on a long 
trip “to forget.” Only this time, there's a 
dit of a switch: In another crisp letter, Mr.
